Wahhinoto.v, Nov. Vi. —The Novem- 
ber cotton returns of the de|)artmenk of 
agriculture show a remarkable Variation 
iu condition in ditlerout localities. In 
North c'aruliuu uud Virgiuia the season 
has been very short aud excessively iret 
and serionaly injured by long coutiuued 
lains in the sea.son of blossoming. Ten- 
nessee reports mjui-y to the crop by wet 
weather, lack of cultivation and early 
frosts during tlio past month. In these 
states the crop is much wotss than that 
of laut year. 

Elsewhere ths crop is oomparativaly 
late, especially from South Carolina to 
Alabauis, with large growth of weed, 
in lowlaads early froats have injured 
ths orops east of Muwissippi while ths 
nplanda in tho southern belt are still 
neen.

The weather for picking has bsea ra- 
marksbly, aasnriag tho gathaciag with- 
out waste of aU that is opsoad ia axoal* 
loat ooaditioa. Tho mm is gradiaa 
oomparativoly Ugh. 

Motwithstaudiag tho rough ooadi« 
tioas arising from abaorauT distribn* 
tioa of moiatnrs, affaotinf eultivation. 
growth aad fruitage, the iodioations of 
yield per aore by oounty oorrsspondenU 
are a per oeni higher than last year. 
So muoh still depends oa future killing 
frosts aad suaay woather for opening 
and gathnriag, that the result cannot 
bo kaown very oloeely until after 
Christmas. 

There has not been severe general 
loss by the caterpillar and boll worm, 
thoof a the damage in some luoalitios 
has bsea serious.

The Oh io and Western Coal and Iron 
company was formed on tho ruins of 
ths Hocking Coal and Iron oompan; 
tho Buohtel Iron company. The 
company, the Hope Fumaoe company, 
aad the Stuudara Coul and Iron com- 
pany; the lutft named having boeatho 
immediate prodaosssof of tba Cttiio aad 
Westora. Theso oompaaieswero owasd 
bv vaiiotts saatsra «apitalistSk and ia- 
clude among their projectors a aumbar 
of well known puolio men, suoh as 
Hon. James O. blaine, Oen.
